a new law based on a treaty with 
G reat Britain w as passed by co n gress 
last year. 
Mr. Merrill says this law 
gives the governm ent full power to 
provide closed seasons for migratory 
birds. 
AH lovers of wild life, as well as ev­ 
ery right-minded sportsman, xviii be 
glad to knoxv th a t federal protection 
for these birds has 
not been 
w ith­ 
drawn. 
They xviii not be so happy to 
learn that the legislature of New York 
has passed a law to extend the time 
within which ducks may be shot on 
Long island. 
T he area involved i s of 
course, not very large, b u t any relaxa­ 
tion of the game law’s should cause 
concern. 
In France, which lins been thickly 
populated for centuries, there is still 
wild game in the Argonne forest. Our 
men went gunning for rabbits, deer, 
and even wild boar. 
They are there 
because they are protected by rigid 
game laws. 
Unless we follow a policy 
of protecting tin* wild life in this coun­ 
try, France will still have game in its 
forests after America is entirely de­ 
nuded.—( hieago Tribune.

Is Black Is Explained by 
Naturalist. 


"M nq sm uts know th a t the trn d n e 
w e*sol change* to white on Die coming 
of cold weather,** says Dr. E. F. Bige­ 
low, tile Sm ut n atu ralist in Boys' Life. 
“William E. Gram tells why the tip 
of the tail is black. 
“ ‘Late in the autum n, or early in the 
winter, tile erm ine changes from red 
dKlt brown to white, sometimes slight­ 
ly washed with greenish yellow or 
cream color, and again as brilliantly 
white is anything in nature or a r t ; the 
end of the tail, however, remains in­ 
tensely black and at first thought it 
might he supposed that this would 
make tile animals conspicuous on the 
w hite background of snow ; but in re a l­ 
ity it bas just tile opposite effect. Place 
an ermine on new-fallen snow in such 
a way that It ohms no shadow and you 
will find that the black point holds 
your eye in spite of yourself and that 
at a little distance It is quite impos­ 
sible to follow tile outline of the w ea­ 
ved iri“!f. 
Cover the tail with snoxv 
and you can begin to make out the po­ 
sition of the rest of the anima!, but as 
long tis 
the tip of the tail Is in sight 
you see that ami that only.”

tration or general purification w as or­ 
dered, 
Butler lins referred to tills in­ 
cident in some am using lines in IIu- 
dibras. 


How False F u r Is Made. 
A process patented in France con­ 
sists in an im provem ent in the m anu­ 
facture of fluffs or objects which Imi­ 
tate fur, plush or velvet, or for use as 
carpets and the like. 
The process 
sta rts with an anim al’s fur, or an as­ 
semblage of animal or vegetable fibers, 
and these are immobilized by freezing 
them in a block of ice. 
The ice Is 
then sawed into flabs, and a slab is 
m ade to undergo a surface melting so 
as to partially free the hair or fibers 
on one side, then a suitable glue or 
cement is applied upon this surface. 
A sheet of flexible material acting 
as the basis of a nexv make-up is then 
laid on, so th a t th e hairs adhere to it, 
and afterw ard the whole is freed from 
the ice by melting, leaving the hairs 
attached 
to 
the 
support. 
Rubber 
serves as a good basis for the glue 
or cement.

Now he h<'!* 
accessible, on the one hand, millions 
of lower-class people; and, on the 
other, an increasing number of nu n 
and women who are already the great 
leaders among their countrymen, The 
present mission staff and equipment is 
adapted largely for dealing with tin* 
man of tim lower classes, and for deal­ 
ing with him individually. Slowly the 
skeleton organization has been expand­ 
ed and partially filled out; but no 
cl lurch has yet grasped these larger 
opportunities for personal evangelism 
which the last few years and decades 
have brought. As the opportunity lia> 
grown, schools, hospitals and publish­ 
ing houses have been added—designed 
to care for work already under way. 
With few exceptions the missionaries 
en tile field are tied down to the direc­ 
tion of these institutions. They must 
supervise the churches aud th** native 
pastors; run the hospital; manage th e’ 
printing press: keep accounts, and, in 
the greater proportion of fields, culti­ 
vate an American constituency to meet 
their increasing needs for mere money.

Why Hospitals in Cloud*. 
For ninny years medical men have 
been hunting for a place that would be 
absolutely germ proof, and at last it 
bas been found, the Philadelphia North 
American states. Now that aviation is 
becoming a part of modern warfare, 
we have learned a great deal about 
the air that we never knew before. If 
we go high enough, there are no germs 
and the pressure is less also as we 
go higher up. 
The question now is, 
wouldn’t it be a good tiling to put our 
hospitals up there, at least those deal­ 
ing with open wounds and diseases 
that needs lots of fresh air. such as 
tuberculosis? Enormous airships could 
be anchored above our heads and the 
patients could be carried up in air­ 
planes. Stranger tilings than that are 
happening every day around us, and 
physicians say that the idea even now 
is more than a pipe dream. 
Such a 
hospital would he ideal for children 
with the rickets. 
Up in the clouds, 
where there was nothing but pure air 
and sunlight, the very lack of which 
caused their disease, they would prob­ 
ably come down in a few w eeks totally 
cured. 


How Soft Coal Is Made Hard. 
( ’(inverting bituminous coal into an 
equivalent of hard coal is a late de­ 
velopment that will have a far-reach­ 
ing effect on American Industry, ac­ 
cording to Popular M echanics maga­ 
zine. 
Tile new fuel is entirely smoke­ 
less and under the new process by­ 
products now wasted are recovered. 
These largely compensate for tile cost 
of conversion. 
A plant has been. in 
operation in the East for some time, 
perfecting 
the process and 
making 
tests of a practical character. _T he 
raw coal is subjected to a distillation 
process at low temperatures, tile resi­ 
due being pressed into hard, durable 
bricks that are again subjected to dis­ 
tillation and produce an intense heat.

Miniature Clocks Caught Fcncy Be­ 
cause People Were Tired of Pon­ 
derous Tim epieces. 


A type of clock which is of distinct­ 
ly American origin w as invented in 
1801 by Simon W illard, ti Connecticut 
clockmaker. 
This was the banjo clock, 
which because of its decorative shape 
and its accurate tim ekeeping.abilities 
won immediate popularity. 
It was the 
fit st really successful m iniature clock 
and a welcom e addition to the rather 
ponderous tim epieces o f the period. 
Today these dainty and interesting 
little clocks are enjoying a well-merited 
revival of favor, and many splendid re­ 
productions of old m odels are now 
obtainable. 
The earliest banjo clocks 
were fitted with plain mahogany cases 
and had curved ornam ents of brass at 
either side. 
Later the cages increased 
in elaborateness; the tops were sur­ 
mounted by brass balls, urns or gilded 
acorns and the door glasses of the base 
w ere painted with arabesques in black, 
gold and white. 
At a later period pic­ 
tures of flags, eagles, landscapes and 
ships embellished the low er door glass­ 
es and gilt eagles w ere occasionally

J Paris—The French government has 
deeidi t to install an airplane service 
in feed inhabitants of the redeemed 
districts of northern France until rail­ 
ways destroyed by Ila* Germans in 
their retreat can he restored. 
With 'J*** airplanes at least 20fi,0tJ0 
people of the stricken provinces can 
be fed daily. 
It Is believed this num­ 
ber

planes could carry IfiO.ooO 
pounds of flour, IG,OOO pounds of sugar. 
11i.iKHi pounds of butter, 30,04)0 pounds 
• a vegetables and IO,GOU pounds of con* 
den-t’d food. 
While this will lo* the most gigan­ 
tic 
ale on which airplanes have been 
ii>.mI for feeding a country, yet the 
system is not entirely new. 
During the war it was 
wcessfuUy 
used by the British In carrying food 
o their troops in Mesopotamia, Pal­ 
estine and Macedonia. 
In November,

during

French 
offensive 
against the Chemin des Dames, it was 
u>*’d by the Germans. 
A detachment 
of their troops, completely encircled, 
was kept supplied with food by air 
planes that dropped baskets containing 
bread, kraut, canned meat and other 
supplies.

asked the correspondent, and the cap* 
lain explained.

They were born in Germany, 
went to the Fnited States and took 
out citizenship papers, and then, ac­ 
cording to their "tories, either just hap 
famed to he over here When tin* war 
started or were forced to return and 
join the German army.

Big Prize Fund of Admiralty Re­ 
calls W. W. Jacobs' “Many 
Cargoes.” 


ODD THINGS ARE SEIZED 


Naval Marshal Tells About Inroads on 
Foe's Shipping During the War— 
Goods Sold Bring in $70,000,- 
000—250 Ships Taken. 


Loudon.—When W. W. Jacobs wrote 
“Many Cargoes” he had no notion his 
idea was to be plagiarised, aud pla­ 
giarized by a great naval war at that. 
Hut wars—like women—have strange 
ways. 
And not the least strange of 
them Is tile working of the department 
of the British marshal of the ad­ 
miralty and prize court. 
In time of history it was the duty 
of tills highfaluting dignitary to ar­ 
range for and attend the execution of 
prisoners sentenced to death for mur­ 
der on the high seas. 
And it is on 
record that the marshal of the olden 
time attended the execution of Ad­ 
miral 
Byng—a 
British 
commander, 
who was shot on his own quarterdeck, 
as a penalty for losing a battle. Times 
have changed. The modern marshal Is 
only a milk and -water edition of his 
sterner prototype. 
He is the watch­ 
man, stevedore, caretaker and guar­ 
dian angel in chief of all German 
shipping that has fallen into allied 
hands during the war. and Incidentally, 
of the British naval prize fund, of 
which thousands of British jack tars 
aud their officers are now awaiting 
their share. 
The “Many Cargoes" to be divided 
vary from a priceless emerald to a tin 
kettle. The gross proceeds of the sale 
of ships’ goods, the marshal told a 
New York Sun reporter, amounted to 
*70,000,000, hut this included goods 
seized under tile blockade, which must 
he held pending the conclusion of 
peace. It was not possible to say what 
the amount of the prize fund would he. 
There was plenty of work for the prize 
court. 
250 Ships Seized During War. 
“The president 
(Lord Pbillimore) 
has sat every day since he was ap­ 
pointed, and there would appear to he 
quite another yeur’s work before the 
court," said the marshal. 
“Including 
vessels seized in port upon the out­ 
break of war. which numbered over 
IOO, about 250 ships have gone Into 
my custody in the United Kingdom. 
< Vinopa natively speaking, quite a small 
number of ships have been sold. The 
majority have been requisitioned by 
the government. 
“Hundreds of thousands of tons of 
goods 
of 
all 
descriptions—copper, 
aluminum, metals, wool, cotton, lard, 
nils and fats, coffee, cocoa, dried fruits, 
wheat, barley, hides, leather, tobacco, 
nitrates, zinc concentrates, diamonds, 
fH'tirls, human hidr. faL e,.teeth and 
many other things 
all are among the 
prize captures." 
Producing two catalogues, the mar­ 
shal rem arked; “Front these you can 
gain a good Idea of the various classes 
of goods seized In the letters and par­ 
cels mails, front precious stones to fry­ 
ing 
rams, 
printing 
paper, 
pottery, 
transfers, hoots and shoes, boys' and 
men's clothes and women’s undercloth­ 
ing" 
Alluding to the quantities of bonds 
and securities captured, he said the 
interception of these securities provtsl 
a powerful lever in British hands, 
causing serious Interruption of Berman 
trade and damage to merman credit. 
Amusing Incident. 
“An 
amusing 
incident," said 
the 
marshal, “happened in the earliest 
days of the war, when upon a large 
enemy vessel, brought In by the navy, 
some alligators were found. The offi­ 
cer of customs at tile outport In ad­ 
vising me of the seizure appeared to 
he very nervous of their presence. 
Some he thought were dead. Ixs’ause 
their eyes were shut, and some were 


too much alive. 
“The zoological society not being 
anxious to have them they were sold 
to a buyer who subsequently toured 
the 
provinces, 
exhibiting 
them 
as 
‘prize’ alligators. 
' “Eighteen months later the owner 
appeared In the prize proceedings and 
obtained a release of the proceeds of 
sale only. He appeared astonished to 
find that they had been sold. I don’t 
know," said the marshal, “how’ he 
expected me to feed and look after the 
animals for eighteen months. I heard 
that he expressed himself very forcibly 
to the innocent purchaser." 
The seized goods have proved use 
ful. in some cases stimulating British 
manufacturing and trade. A museum 
of samples of the goods seized is to he 
taken round the provinces, so that 
manufacturers may see the class and 
style of goods the derm a us were man

Coblenz.—The farm ers are preparing 
for their spring work throughout the 
occupied area. Restocking of farms is 
progressing rapidly. A canvass within 
Hie area of the Thirty-second division 
shows that the fanners now have 754 
horses as against 388 on November ll 
Insistence by the allies upon the 
prompt compliance with the armistice 
terms has brought continued complaint 
from Berman factory towns. 
Essen complains, for example, in the 
last few weeks, 24.000 ears and 5,000 
locomotives have been sent out of that 
district and that as a result traffic 
has been greatly reduced. 
It Is as­ 
serted that the food nnd fuel shortage 
has been mode serious by the inability 
to move supplies. 
The food shortage in the Coblenz 
arca is considerable, but perhaps not 
so serious as at Cologne, a much larger 
city, where there has been a greater 
influx 
of 
discharged 
soldiers. 
The 
population is returning to work as rap­ 
idly as possible, hut the inability to 
procure fuel supplies on account of 
che German miners’ strike has de­ 
layed the reopening of many work­ 
shops. 


CANADA GAVE 8.000 AVIATORS 


4,280 Men of British Royal Air Service 
Were Recruited in the

London.—Canada sent 8,000 aviation 
officers overseas to Join the royal air 
lervice during the war, according to 
a statement made at Mendon by Sir 
Edward W. Kemp, Canadian minister 
if overseas service.

Tin* Spokane m useum has leased the 
166-acre Caplan ranch near Rosalia, 
Wash., and within a short time will be­ 
gin “prospecting" for the complete 
skeleton of one of the largest masto­ 
dons ever unearthed. P arts of the skel­ 
eton have been locat»*d. 
Porter Brothers, loenl contractors, 
have been engaged to do the excava­ 
tion work and are awaiting favorable 
weather. 
This was the announcement 
made by \V. S, Lewis, secretary of the 
museum.

Our consumption of chemic­ 
als is enormous and when some of 
them were found to he needed in war 
ui.it. rials, th ey were tu rn e d over for 
Fiat use.

“ Of course, all those things could 
not he done without curtailing domes­ 
tic consumpt ion, and that was done. 
The public,.through campaigns car­ 
ried on by the paper merchants and 
t-hi* divi*ion of the war industries 
board, wa* appri*ed of the situation 
and it was a*ked to save paper, in 
order that fuel, labor and trans­ 
p o rtatio n might be released for war 
purposes. 
“How nobv lite public responded is 
a .Mintier of history and the fulfill­ 
ment of the nation’s purpose is par­
